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BANTAMUMS 


The ‘‘Bantamum’’ is a product resulting from a con- 
tinuing effort to produce highly acceptable chrysan- 
themum flowers in smaller, more practical home-sized 
units. 


They essentially provide short-stemmed disbuds that 
are produced in multiple units of 3 to 8 individual 
flowers on a high pinched plant. Using the entire plant 
as a sales unit, average crop height can range from 
oto 22", 


REQUIREMENTS OF, AND 
HOW TO GROW ‘“‘BANTAMUMS’’ 


1. Soil — An open well-aeriated soil that both drains 
and is of such physical property to retain necessary 
amounts of moisture for plant growth, is basic. Steam 
sterilizing the soil before each crop is routine pro- 
cedure for most regular mum crop programs, and the 
importance of steaming the soil for each ''Bantamum’’ 
crop is just as essential. 


The success of a ‘‘Bantamum’’ crop relies upon a fast 
take-off and rapidestablishment of the rooted cuttings. 
The right type of soil media along with the right meth- 
ods of preparation can well be the attributing factors 
for phenomenal success with the crop. 


2. Spacing — Summer flowering —6"x 6"; Spring and 
Fall — 6"x 7"; Early and late winter — 6"x 8". 


3. Planting — Shallow planting contributes to good 
aeriation and rapid root development. 


4, Short Days — Are applied immediately at the time 
of planting. During the Season of the year when con- 
tinuous daylight hours are twelve or more, black cloth 
shade will have to be applied nightly to supply no 
less than twelve continuous dark hours for all varieties 
through the 1l-week response group. Shade until buds 
have been selected and are well filled out. It is not 
necessary to shade each crop to full flower maturity. 


5. Watering and Feeding — A continuous supply of 
moisture as well as a constant available supply of 
nutrients makes for the most rapid growth. Seven oun- 
ces of a water soluble 20—20—20 analysis fertilizer 
per 100 gallon water is an excellent solution to water 
the newly planted cuttings in with as well as using it 
whenever the plants need moisture. Feeding is then 
constant and nutrients are always available in safe 
and small amounts. This method of constant feeding 
is suggested for spring, summer, and fall flowering 
crops. It eliminates pre-planting application of fertili- 
zer and the possibility of building early, excessive 
salt concentrations. 


6. Temperature — During periods when house tem- 
peratures are controllable, optimum ‘‘Bantamum’’ tem- 
peratures are 65° F, for the first three weeks and then 
60° F. to finish of crop. 


7. Pinching — The plants are pinched 18-days after 
planting. Pinch high, and pinch soft! A hard pinch will 
delay crop response, since buds are already initiated 
and partially developed in the upper leaf axils at the 
time of the pinch. 


8. Supporting — Headroom requirements are at amini- 
mum. Crop can be grown without any wire or string 
support whatsoever. 


9. Disbudding — Much like a pinched pot plant, no 
pruning of breaks is required, but each growing break 
is permitted only one terminal bud to develop. All re- 
maining laterals should be removed, the earlier the 
better. The Indianapolis varieties are an exception to 
the mule. Overcropping will result if more than 3 or 4 
flowers are allowed to develop per plant. The early 
disbudding repeatedly contributes to more uniform re- 
sponses, larger flowers and color intensification. 


10. Cutting — Plants are cut near soil level to en- 
able the grower to more efficiently handle many stems 
just as though he was dealing with a large disbudded 
spray on a single stem base. The 18-days from plant 
to pinch permits 6"to 8" of base stem to develop be- 
fore the lateral breaks commence to extend. Because 
the cut is made in the low, often woody portion of the 
stem, mashing the ends, or dipping in boiling water for 
10 seconds after cutting, facilitates the up-take of 
water when the whole plant is handled as a unit. A 
suggestion after hardening in water would be to incase 
the plant in a cellophane bag for more attractive dis- 
play, improved shelf-life, and serve as a transporting 
container, 


11. Varieties — The qualifications of varieties ap- 
propriately suited for ‘‘Bantamum’’ crops can generally 
be described as: 
(a) Varieties with exceptional vigor and stretch. 
(b) Varieties that break freely and produce the 
maximum number of quality flowers per plant. 
(c) Varieties that respond sharply at 60° F. or 
less, and those that develop well under wider 
temperature variations. 
(d) Durable varieties that will ship and possess 
better than average keeping qualities. 
Because of the wide seasonal and light variation that 
is a part of the environment of the northern half of the 
United States, to date, the practical flowering season 
is from mid-March through mid-December. In the south- 
ern areas of the country, where total light is improved 
and seasons less fluctuating, twelve month ‘‘Banta- 
mum’’ schedules are realistically practical. It is only 
a matter of time before Breeding and varietal selec- 
tion will supply suitable mid-winter varieties for the 
northern ‘“‘Bantamum’’ programs to complete a twelve 
month schedule. 
SUMMARY: 
Careless handling or unfavorable environmental con- 
ditions, can and will seriously reflect their influences 
on the final product because of the short duration that 
the ‘‘Bantamum’’ crop schedule allows in the bench. 
This crop is intended for and can be mastered only by 
careful growers.
